Mother's 
anger at 
uniform 
changes 

PARENTS have set up a pe¬ 
tition against plans for uni¬ 
form changes at an Oswest¬ 
ry school, saying they are 
having to shell out too much 
money. 

They say plans by the 
Marches School to bring in 
regulation school trousers 
or skirts as well as a school 
sweatshirt is going to hit 
them in their pockets, and 
that a forum held at the 
Morda Road school on Mon¬ 
day turned into a selling 
shop for the new clothes. 

The Marches wants all 
pupils to wear trousers with 
a school logo on the side 
from September. 

Deputy head, Clare 
Buckle, said that the school 
was negotiating with suppli¬ 
ers to get the best deals. 

But Diana Cameron, who 
has two daughters at the 
Marches and another due 
to start in September 2015, 
said that when all three 
were at school the trousers 
alone would cost her £90. 

“The trousers are £15 
each and they will all need 
two pairs,” she said. “We al¬ 
ready buy the sweatshirts.” 

“This will be the third 
school uniform change that 
my eldest will have had at 
The Marches so we can’t 
even hand down the uni¬ 
form.

Green light 
given for 
substation 

A PROPOSED new elec¬ 
tricity substation which 
will be built as part of a £14 
million modernisation pro¬ 
gramme has been given the 
go-ahead. 

The development, 
which will see the demo¬ 
lition of an historic build¬ 
ing in Oswestry town 
centre conservation area, 
was approved by Shropshire 
Council planners under del¬ 
egated powers. 

Planners say the loss of a 
19th century building at the 
substation base at Coney 
Green in Oswestry will be 
outweighed by the improve¬ 
ments being made to the 
town’s electrical system by 
applicants Scottish Power.

ROAD DEATHS 
UP IN COUNTY 


THE number of young drivers killed 
on the roads of Mid Wales has dou¬ 
bled in the last 12 months, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

Four motorists aged between 17 and 25 were 
killed in Powys in 2013, while 13 more suffered 
serious injuries, leading to a councillor brand¬ 
ing the figures “unac- ■ by Andrew 

ceptable.” I MnrriQ 

The figures rose from two _ 


fatalities and 11 serious in¬ 
juries in 2012, while only 
one person was killed in 
2011 and none in 2010. 

Councillor John Powell, 
Powys County Council mem¬ 
ber for road safety, said he 
was determined to drive the 
number of serious crashes 
down and said the current 
trend can’t continue. 

He said: “The number of 
young drivers involved in 
fatal and serious collisions 
has increased. 

“Young drivers have al¬ 
ways been one of the coun¬ 
ty’s most vulnerable road 
users but unfortunately 
the number of those killed 
and seriously injured has 
increased to unacceptable 
levels.” 

Councillor Powell said in 
2009 there were no fatal¬ 
ities in 2009 and only five 
seriously injured in the age 
group. 

He added: “There were 
also no fatalities in 2010 but 
the number of serious in¬ 
juries increased to 14. One 
young driver lost their life in 
2011 and 12 received serious 
injuries. 

“Two young people lost 


their lives in 2012 and 11 
were seriously injured. Four 
young drivers lost their lives 
last year and 13 had serious 
injuries.” 

Councillor Powell said the 
council’s roads safety unit 
is now dedicated to helping 
young motorists avoid such 
collisions. 

He added: “Through our 
road safety unit, we are 
dedicated to reducing the 
number of collisions and 
casualties on our roads 
through numerous initia¬ 
tives, including this Pass 
Plus Cymru scheme. 

“I would urge any young 
driver living in Powys to 
sign up to this vital course. 

“The course is aimed at 
17 to 25 year olds who hold 
a full driving licence. Par¬ 
ticipants will take part in a 
two-and-a-half hour theory 
session conducted by a road 
safety officer, followed by a 
nine hour paired practical 
session with an approved 
driving instructor. 

“As well as reducing road 
risk and help gain valuable 
experience and skills, young 
drivers may also be entitled 
to reduced insurance costs.” 


Diana award for top harpist Ellie 



TALENTED harpist Ellie Jones has been 
giving charity concerts since she was just 
eight years old. 

Now the 14 year old has been recognised 
with a prestigious, Diana award, for young 
people who are an inspiration to others. 

The teenager has been invited to London 
next month to receive her award after being 
nominated by not one but three people. 

They include Mr Colin Jenkins, head of 
Buttington-Trewern School, where Ellie 
took part in a harp work shop at the age of 
seven which set her on the road to becom¬ 
ing a harpist. 

He said: “Her face lit up when she 
started the harp workshop. Within min¬ 
utes she was taken in by the instrument 
and the teacher very quickly realised that 
something special was unfolding in front of 
our eyes.” 

“She brightens the lives of people of ages 
with her beautiful harp playing, her infec¬ 
tious smile and her bubbly character.” 

Powys County Councillor Francesca 
Jump and entertainment organiser Alan 
Crowe also nominated Ellie for a Diana 
award. 

She said she was honoured to be given 
the award. 

Over the past six years Ellie has played 
her harp at charity events, concerts, wed¬ 
dings and residential homes for the elderly. 

At the age of 10 she was invited by the 
Lord Lieutenant of Powys to play for the 
Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh when 
they visited in Welshpool in 2010. 

Then at 12 she was the youngest person 
to receive the Welshpool Town Council 
community award for playing at more than 
70 charity events. 

She was the face of Welshpool for the 
council’s 2012 calendar when she was fea¬ 
tured playing her harp in the grounds of 
Powis Castle.

Basford, originally from 
Welshpool but now living at 
Lant Avenue, Llandrindod 
Wells, had been caring for 
Mr Wilkinson in Welshpool 
for a number of years and 
managed to hide his alco¬ 
holism for almost a decade. 

But while Basford was en¬ 
joying a weekend of drink¬ 
ing in Crewe, Mr Wilkinson 
realised his bank card had 
been stolen and used by his 
carer. 

Basford admitted a charge 
of theft in that he stole an 
unknown amount of cash 
from Mr Wilkinson in 
Welshpool between Novem¬ 
ber 4, 2013 and April 4, 2014 
at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday. 

He also admitted a charge 
of stealing bank statements 
belonging to Mr Wilkinson 
ibetween January 2 and 
April 21, 2014. 

He admitted a further 
seven charges of theft in 
that he stole sums adding up 
to £650 from Mr Wilkinson 
while he was away in Crewe 
between April 12 and 15. 

Miss Ceri Edwards, for 
Basford, said her client and 
given comprehensive con¬ 
fessions to the police and 
said he is “disgusted” with 
himself. 

The Magistrates declined 
jurisdiction saying the in¬ 
cident was too serious for 
their sentencing powers. 
He will now appear at Mold 
Crown Court for sentence 
on July 4.

Cabinet Member for Lei¬ 
sure, Councillor Graham 
Brown said; “Work on the 
future of leisure facilities is 
on-going with officers at the 
moment and consultations 
will take place with local 
communities looking at the 
options because we have 
different types of leisure 
centres and different types 
of facilities. 

“This will be considered 
with the new partner but 
the cabinet will have to de¬ 
cide what it will be handing 
over to the trust in the fu¬ 
ture. The ultimate aim will 
be to keep as much of the ex¬ 
isting facilities as possible.”

AN Oswestry electrician and firefight¬ 
er has helped install the town’s net¬ 
work of defibrillators following the 
appeal by the Oswestry Chronicle 

Tim Davidson who runs his own 
company, 4 Life Solutions and his ap¬ 
prentice, Bradley Coombs fitted the 
final box at the Chronicle office in 
Salop Road on Monday. 

As a retained firefighter, Tim says 
he has seen at first hand that defi¬ 
brillators save lives.“We have two at 
the fire station in Oswestry and carry 
them on our appliances. And of course 
one saved the life of our own fire- 


fighter, Mike Maundsey.” 

Mr Maundsey was attending an 
incident as a firefighter in Eastern 
Oswestry when he realised he was 
having a heart attack. He got back to 
the fire station as quickly as he could 
knowing there would be a defibrillator 
and colleagues at the station. 

“It’s been great to be able to sup¬ 
port the Chronicle’s campaign, “ 
said Mr Davidson. “As soon as it was 
launched I realised how important it 
was for Oswestry.” 

Chronicle associate editor Graham 
Breeze said: “Without Tim’s help we 


would have struggled to get the boxes 
fitted. He has played a major role in 
helping us complete the campaign.” 

The newspaper’s 10 month cam¬ 
paign has seen five defibrillators lo¬ 
cated around the town. 

Units can now be found in Salop 
Road, Powis Market Hall, The Wynn- 
stay Hotel, Principality Building Soci¬ 
ety and at Oswestry Senior Citizens 
Club in Lome Street. 

The Keeping Oswestry Alive cam¬ 
paign was run in conjunction with the 
British Heart Foundation and West 
Midland Ambulance Service.

Man in court on 
knife offences 

A MAN has denied assault¬ 
ing a 60-year-old woman 
and threatening her with a 
10 inch knife as she walked 
to work by an old railway 
line. 

Kristopher John Jen¬ 
kins pleaded not guilty to 
causing actual bodily harm 
to the woman, and threat¬ 
ening her with a blade, on 
the railway crossing over 
the old Cambrian Railway 
line at Coney Green.

Warning that lights will 
go off without change

BRITAIN must look at alternative ways of harnessing power if it is 
to provide electricity for future generations, Oswestry councillors 
have said. 

New energy sources came under the spotlight at Oswestry Town Council 
when councillors debated both wind energy and fracking. 

Councillor Bill Benyon said the lights would go out in Britain if its residents did not 
grasp the importance of finding alternative energy. 

The town council was discussing two motions by Councillor Martin Bennett. One called 
- for a seminar on coal bed methane extrac¬ 
tion, which was agreed, the other for the 


Organ donation 
survey launched 

PEOPLE are being urged to take part in 
a online survey on the topic of organ do¬ 
nation. 

Launched by Shropshire Council at the 
start of the month, the survey forms part of 
a research project being carried out by the 
council’s public health team. 

The research follows a debate by Shrop¬ 
shire councillors at a full council meeting 
in 2013 around the current ‘opt in’ policy 
in England . 

The survey is asking whether residents 
would prefer the ‘opt out’ policy - meaning 
that everyone was automatically considered 
a potential donor unless they opted out. 

The response to the survey, which ends 
on June 30, will be taken to full council for 
debate. If the majority response is for an 
opt out policy, this results would be used to 
lobby central government for a change in 
policy.

council to reiterate its opposition to put¬ 
ting pylons across the Oswestry country¬ 
side to connect wind farms in Mid Wales 
to the National Grid at Welsh Frankton. 

He said there was to be a planning ap¬ 
plication for an exploratory borehole at 
Criftins. 

Councillor Martin Bennett said: “It is 
not the energy source that I am concerned 
about, it is the method of connection to the 
National Grid. It is not the way it is gener¬ 
ated but the way it is distributed. 

Tourism is extremely important to the 
economy of this area and we are trying to 
encourage visitors to spend longer in this 
area. Many people come here for the beau¬ 
tiful countryside, pylons will detract from 
this.” 

There was a plea from Councillor Bill 
Benyon for the public to grasp the urgency 
of finding alternative energy sources. 

“If we say no to everything then our 
great grandchildren will have no power. 

“Our lights are going to go out.” 

Councillors voted to object to the pylons 
with Councillors Benyon and Kerr voting 
against the motion.

Damaging 
birdsnests 
couldlead 
to court 

DISTURBING birds during 
the nesting season could 
lead to a six month prison 
sentence, police warned. 

Officers are warning peo¬ 
ple carrying out work in 
their homes or gardens that 
it is illegal to disturb or kill 
birds such as house martins 
or damage or destroy nests 
while in use or being built. 

Police said people did not 
always appreciate the im¬ 
portance of leaving nesting 
birds alone and it could land 
them in court. 

Sergeant Matthew How¬ 
ells, Dyfed-Powys Police 
wildlife officer, said he was 
trying to raise awareness of 
the law. 

He said: “This can be a 
problem as the nesting sea¬ 
sons runs from May-August. 

“Birds such as house 
martins and their nests are 
protected under the Wildlife 
and Countryside Act 1981. 
It is illegal to intentionally 
use any method to disturb 
or kill them and to take, 
damage or destroy their 
nests while the nest is in use 
or being built. 

“The birds tend to suffer 
from intentional nest de¬ 
struction because people do 
not always appreciate them 
nesting on their houses. 

“Householders should be 
aware that destruction of 
nests carries a maximum 
penalty of £5,000 or a six- 
month prison sentence.” 


Elderly woman's rib 
injuries not picked up 


AN 82-year-old hospital patient whose frac¬ 
tured ribs remained undiagnosed by doctors 
for more than a week subsequently died as a 
consequence of her injuries, an inquest has 
heard. 

But the inquest was told that even if doctors at 
the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital had diagnosed the 


rib fractures, the treat¬ 
ment of Phyllis Brookes, 
of Gobowen, would have 
not have been signifi¬ 
cantly altered. 

Mrs Brookes suffered 
the fractured ribs in a fall 
at her home in West Place, 
Gobowen, on October 2. She 
was admitted to the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital where 
a chest X-ray did not show 
up any rib fractures. 

Injuries 

On October 11 she was 
transferred to the Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital for re¬ 
habilitation and a CT scan 
found the fractured ribs. 

However, her rib injuries 
caused her to become im¬ 
mobile and her condition 
deteriorated, the inquest 
at Shrewsbury’s Guildhall 
heard. 

That caused her to de¬ 
velop bronchial pneumonia 
from which she died on No¬ 
vember 21.

Her daughters Iris Brown 
and Wendy Brookes-Jones, 
questioned doctors from the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
on why the fractured ribs 
were not picked up sooner. 

Dr Richard Heinink said 
fractured ribs often did not 
show up on chest X-rays 
while Dr Arunesh Kumar 
acknowledged a further 
chest X-ray should have 
been done which would have 
identified other relevant 
medication conditions. 

Shropshire Coroner John 
Ellery delivered a narra¬ 
tive conclusion, he said Mrs 
Brookes died from bronchial 
pneumonia, due to immobil¬ 
ity from the fractured ribs 
with an underlying chest in¬ 
fection being a contributory 
factor. 

He said a second chest 
X-ray should have been 
carried out at the Royal 
Shrewsbury but said the 
delay had not caused or con¬ 
tributed to the death.

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News this week that the num¬ 
ber of young people killed on 
Powys roads has doubled in the 
last 12 months is hardly a sur¬ 
prise. 

I’ve been saying for a long 
time that the standard of driving 
is deteriorating and many read¬ 
ers have commented too. 

Four motorists aged between 
17 and 25 were killed in Powys 
in 2013, while 13 more suffered 
serious injuries it was confirmed 
this week - rising from two fa¬ 
talities and 11 serious injuries in 
2012, while only one person was 
killed in 2011 and none in 2010. 

For some reason more and 
more motorists seem to be tak¬ 
ing stupid chances on our roads, 
particularly when it comes to 
overtaking, and they are not just 
young drivers either - a lot of 
them should know better. 

John Powell, Powys County 
Council member for road safety, 
says he is determined to drive 
the number of serious crashes 
down and says the current trend 
can’t continue. 

Fle’s got his hands full with 
that project, but I have to say 
how much I like the fact that the 
council’s roads safety unit is now 
dedicated to helping young mo¬ 
torists avoid accidents. 

The Pass Plus Cymru Scheme 
being operated by the council is 
a great initiative helping young¬ 
sters improve their driving skills. 

Anyone taking part gets a 
two-and-a-half hour theory ses¬ 
sion conducted by a road safety 
officer, followed by a nine hour 
paired practical session with an 
approved driving instructor. 

As well as the obvious ben¬ 
efits of gaining valuable expe¬ 
rience and skills young drivers 
may also be entitled to reduced 
insurance costs. 

That makes it a no-brainer 
really so anyone with a son or 
daughter who thinks they are 
ready to take to the road is well 
advised to get them registered. 


Yet another Indian restaurant 
has opened, this time just out¬ 
side Oswestry on the A483, beg¬ 
ging the question about just how 
many curries we are eating these 
days. 

It seems more people than 
ever are attracted to the cuisine 
which does not surprise my old 
friend George Miah from Simla in 
Oswestry.

IT’S the place you drive through 
to get to the Welsh coast. 

That’s the quote that best sums 
up many people’s idea of Montgom¬ 
eryshire. 

In fact with the unitary authority of 
Powys swallowing up the old county of 
Montgomeryshire some years ago, many 
don’t even know where the region is. 

So Montgomeryshire decided to go the 
London and showcase what it has to offer 
in none other a place than the Houses of 
Parliament. 

Montgomeryshire Day saw the Jubilee 
Hall in Westminster transformed into a 
little bit of Mid Wales as businesses and 
organisations held an exhibition, hosted 
by the constituency MP, Glyn Davies. 

Born and bred in the old county Glyn 
is passionate about the area and was only 
too pleased to take up the idea from the 
Farmers Union of Wales (FUW) to use 
his one day of holding an event in West¬ 
minster to put on Montgomeryshire Day, 
preceded by an evening reception. 

Showcase 

It was greatly appreciated by those 
from Montgomeryshire, an area which 
runs from Llanymynech and the Tanat 
Valley and Llanrheadr as far west as 
Machynlleth and south through Welsh¬ 
pool and Newtown to Llanidloes and Lla- 
ndinam. 

The region’s small businesses were 
given the chance to showcase their wares 
with those holding mini exhibitions in¬ 
cluding Ifor’s Welsh Wagyu beef prod¬ 
ucts, Neuadd Fach Baconry, Berriew 
Cider, Monty’s Brewery, the British Wool 
Marketing Board, Gregynog and Mont- 
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Mark Williams, Emyr Jones, Roche Davies Baroness Jenny Randerson and 
Glyn Davies MP 

gomeryshire Spring Water. 

Nicky Markham runs Doodle Bakes, 


a company specialising in luxury iced 
biscuits and cakes and is also involved 
with the Taste of Montgomery con¬ 
sortium, a group of food producers all 
within a seven mile radius of Montgom¬ 
ery. 

“We are all small businesses that 
work together to promote the area. 
Being able to bring what we do to Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Day in London was such 
an opportunity for us to promote what 
we have to offer.” 

Ann Davies runs Trewythen Lodges 
on her family farm near Llandinam. 

“It is so important to promote Mid 
Wales,” she said. “We have so many 
repeat visitors who are amazed at the 
beauty of the area. They say it is perfect 
to chill out.” 

But Susan Jones, county executive 


officer for the Farmers Union of Wales, 
said the region had to promote itself far 
more. 

“Montgomeryshire is the main ac¬ 
cess point to the Welsh coast,” she said. 
“We want people to stop here and enjoy 
what we have. 

“It is vast area with such a variety of 
landscape from cliffs and moors to val¬ 
ley bottoms.” 

“Yet, while tourist information cen¬ 
tres seem full of attractions in North 
Wales, the shelves seem bare of infor¬ 
mation about Montgomeryshire. ” 

Mrs Jones said the members of the 
FUW were becoming more and more 
involved in tourism through diversifica¬ 
tion. “Many now rely on tourism enter¬ 
prises to boost their incomes,” she said. 
“It might be food products or camping 
and caravan sites. We have members 
who run farmhouse accommodation, 


others with teepees, others with fishing 
pools. 

“I am constantly astonished at the 
variety of landscape and the variety of 
opportunities for visitors to the county 
who can enjoy the beauty and walk, 
cycle canoe, sail. It’s a hidden gem that 
we want more people to know about.” 

Despite its beauty and its opportuni¬ 
ties Montgomeryshire, like many rural 
areas also has its problems. 

And Montgomeryshire Day proved an 
opportunity for business and others to 
talk to MPs and those in government to 
put across their worries. 

A delegation from Montgomery Young 
Farmers Club not only put on a display 
of the vast range of activities its mem¬ 
bers enjoy but also put concerns to those 
who popped into the event. 

Sarah Vaughan, the YFC county or¬ 
ganiser, said: “Rural housing is a real 
problem. I know from my own expe¬ 
rience how difficult it is to return to 
Montgomeryshire from university or ag¬ 
ricultural college and try to find some¬ 
where to live. It is impossible for young 
people to get a mortgage and the cost of 
rented accommodation is extortionate.” 

Farmers are also worried about the 
future. Former Farmers Union of Wales 
chairman, Alwyn Vaughan farms beef, 
dairy and sheep with his wife, Rhiannon 
and their three sons in Llanrhaeadr. 

Worried 

“Farmers are very worried about the 
falling beef prices,” he said. “This year 
we have seen prices drop by about £200 
per animal. It’s a big loss” 

Current chairman, Mark Williams, 
said climate change also had to be taken 
seriously by Westminster. 

Despite the fears, the main focus of 
Montgomeryshire was optimism and 
looking to the future. 

And Powys County Council chairman, 
Councillor Roche Davies, said small 
business were at the heart of the future 
of Montgomeryshire.

As the summer approach¬ 
es, there are further signs that 
the long term economic plan is 
working.

CAN COMPENSATION BE CLAIMED FOR INJURIES SUSTAINED OUTSIDE USUAL ROLE OF EMPLOYMENT? 

Q: My mother is a supervisor at a supermarket. A few weeks ago she was helping someone at the automatic check-out when she saw a man putting 
two bottles of whiskey straight into his bag without checking them through. 

She went to confront the man but he knew she had seen him steal the bottles and immediately grabbed his bag and took off. She called to the security 
guy but he didn’t appear to hear, so she chased after the man as he went outside. Unfortunately, as she ran round the corner she collided with a line 
of trolleys being pushed back to the trolley park and fractured her elbow in two places. Does she have a case for claiming compensation against the 
supermarket? 

A: Much will depend on what your mother had been trained and authorised to do. It is the responsibility of all employers to ensure that their employees 
are kept reasonably safe at work. That includes providing training about what they should and should not do in the specific role for which they were 
employed and also more general responsibilities in the store. 

The key issue here is that in acting as she did your mother was acting in a role that was very closely connected with her employment. She was 
protecting the interests of her employment so it would be part of her general role if not specific job description. 


If she is criticised for doing what she did or she wants to claim compensation for the injury she should assemble all records of her training and her 
job description and contract. She should write down a detailed account of what happened and take these details to see a reputable local solicitor who 
specialises in compensation claims who can assess whether there is a viable claim for compensation.

POLITICIANS have been debating 
the need to change terms and condi¬ 
tions for part time contracts. This is 
fine as long as any decisions are based 
on valid facts, but it appears that they 
may not be. 

This type of work is an important 
part of the Shropshire economy where 
full time work is hard to find. Too 
many decisions right now are being 
based on dubious statistics and this is 
probably another one. 

In fact, total potential production 
is less than it appears because an in¬ 
crease in numbers employed has been 


mainly in part timers who by defini¬ 
tion produce less. This is estimated 
to be an increase from 583,000 to be¬ 
tween 750,000 and 900,000. 

It follows that the potential for re¬ 
covery is less than anticipated, and so 
there is less need to increase interest 
rates as the economy appears to over¬ 
heat. 

This realisation of growth in the 
part time sector has led to all sorts of 
new ideas and theories that relate to 
worker welfare and the role of the part 
timer. It was recently noting the av¬ 
erage person on a zero hours contract 


earns £8.83 per hour. By contrast, it 
stated that the average permanent 
worker earns £13.39 per hour. 

Evidently a large number of part 
time workers have responded to a 
survey saying they feel they are “un¬ 
der-employed”. This has been taken to 
mean that they are not doing as much 
per work hour as they would like. I 
find it unlikely that anyone would 
answer such a question this way and 
feel that what was being said was that 
they would like to be employed for 
more hours.

One good idea to solve 
this problem has come from 
the Local Government Asso¬ 
ciation. They propose that 
the Government transfers 
a proportion of the road tax 
we all pay from their coffers 
to local councils to spend 
specifically on road repairs. 
The LGA estimate that the 
transfer of only around 20 
per cent will make a huge 
difference.

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Bison calls for public inquiry 
over care home scandal

He said: “The vol¬ 
unteers have worked tire¬ 
lessly for Chirk in the past 
decade and have done an 
amazing job in improving 
the station for the passen¬ 
gers who use it each week.” 

Thanks to search 
and rescue team 

A POLICE chief has 
praised the work of search 
and rescue teams for their 
help in finding a missing 
pensioner. 

The 73-year-old woman 
from Trefonen went miss¬ 
ing on May 31. 

Specialist search teams 
and the police helicopter 
were called in. She was 
found the following day 
not far from where she had 
gone missing. 

West Mercia Police Su¬ 
perintendent James Tozer 
said: “Police would like to 
thank all those involved in 
the search for a very vul¬ 
nerable elderly lady. She 
was found safe and well.” 


A MAN whose mother died at “Britain’s worst 
care home” says a serious case review into 
the scandal has not gone far enough . 

Russell Tucker, of West Felton, said only a full 
public inquiry would stop what happened at Orchid 
View Care Home in Copthorne in West Sussex hap- 
peningelsewhere. 

Mr uucker was speak¬ 


ing after the serious case 
review made more than 30 
recommendations in a bid 
to prevent a repeat of the 
“institutionalised abuse” 
which led to the death of 
five elderly people, includ¬ 
ing his 77-year-old mother, 
Margaret Tucker. 

The review followed an 
inquest held last year which 
found serious failings at the 
now-defunct Orchid View. 

West Sussex coroner Pe¬ 
nelope Schofield heavily 
criticised the quality of care 
at the Southern Cross-run 
home and identified failings 
such as a lack of respect 
for the dignity of residents, 
poor nutrition and hydra¬ 
tion, mismanagement of 
medication and a lack of 
staff, she said. 

Mr Tucker, 54, welcomed 
the serious case review but 
said the recommendations 
needed to be examined and 
applied nationally. 

He said there had been 
other serious case reviews 


by lain

across the country but ac¬ 
tion needed to be taken by 
the Government to ensure 
the same conditions could 
not be repeated. 

He said: “It doesn’t go far 
enough, we know the remit 
was tight, useful informa¬ 
tion has come out on a local 
basis but equally issues have 
come out that impact na¬ 
tionally that is outside the 
remit and given that is the 
case, we think it does war¬ 
rant a full public inquiry. 

“The Government needs 
to step up to the mark and 
behave responsibly, 

“The private sector is not 
the place for the care of the 
most vulnerable in society 
and it has failed.” 

Mrs Tucker went into the 
home in March 2010 and 
died in July 2011. 

The multi-million-pound 
home was shut down in late 
2011.

Vow over 
fairness 
in health 
services 

PATIENTS from Mid Wales 
need to stop being treated 
like “second class citizens” 
when it comes to accessing 
health care in Shropshire, it 
has been claimed. 

Members of Powys 
County Council’s Montgom¬ 
eryshire committee and Dr 
Caron Morton, accountable 
officer for the Shropshire 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG), said it was 
vital that patients from the 
Welsh side of the border 
were treated equally. 

Dr Morton met with 
councillors in Welshpool to 
discuss the Future Fit pro¬ 
gramme which looks at the 
future of hospital services 
provided by Shrewsbury & 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust 
and Shropshire Community 
Health NHS Trust. 

Dr Morton said she had 
heard numerous stories of 
Welsh patients missing out 
on vital treatment due to 
their address. 

She said she would work 
with patients and council¬ 
lors in a bid to ensure every 
patient is treated equally. 

She told the committee: 
“There’s trouble with pa¬ 
tients accessing services 
from Powys and the border 
and that will be looked at.” 

Dr Morton also said the 
lack of Minor Injuries Units 
in Mid Wales also made 
things more difficult for the 
area.

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Shropdoc 
is given 
quality 
top mark 

AN out of hours medical 
service provides an out¬ 
standing service across 
Shropshire and Mid Wales, 
the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion has found. 

Shropdoc underwent a 
comprehensive inspection 
by the CQC in March this 
year which looked at five 
key areas - safety and effec¬ 
tiveness and whether the 
service is caring, well led 
and responsive. 

Shropdoc, which provides 
urgent services when GP 
surgeries are closed to pa¬ 
tients in Shropshire, Telford 
and Wrekin and Powys, got 
an “outstanding” verdict in 
all of the areas. 

Last year the NHS called 
on Shropdoc to help bail out 
the 111 helpline which was 
launched last March. 

The new line experienced 
difficulties when it was 
launched by NHS Direct 
and Shropdoc had to take 
over the service. 

It was praised as a 
“knight in shining armour” 
for maintaining the service 
when the NHS helpline 
went into meltdown. 

Dr Gill Clements, medical 
director of Shropdoc, said 
she was delighted with the 
findings of the commission. 

She said: “We are ex¬ 
tremely pleased that we 
have excelled in each of the 
areas of the inspection.”

“People have expressed 
concerns to start with about 
traffic but as you explain 
that it’s designed to modern 
standards and that it’s the¬ 
oretically got more capacity 
than the current rounda¬ 
bout, people are happy.” 

Mr Ayton said the project 
should be seen as a positive 
move for the town as it will

lead to more jobs. It will 
open the access to future 
commercial development 
to bring jobs to Oswestry,” 
he said. “One of the main 
reasons is to open up the 
area as opposed to stop acci¬ 
dents. This isn’t an accident 
hotspot at all, so the work 
is purely to create a new ac¬ 
cess and to tidy it up a bit.” 

Councillor Martin Ben¬ 
nett said he too was pleased 
that the roundabout would 
include a new access into 
land for commercial devel¬ 
opment. 

“It will enable the innova¬ 
tion park to be realised and 
bring the possibility of jobs, 
particularly in the medical 
health sector,” he said. “We 
need to secure good, well 
paid job opportunities.”

Church looking for WWI 
memorial information

THE owners of a church which is being converted into a family home 
are trying to collect more information on the soldiers who are re¬ 
membered there.

“We would love to hear of any stories con¬ 
nected with these men, such as where they 
lived, what they did before they joined up, 
their military action and the effect of the 
loss to their families,” she said.

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Farmer wins court fight 
to build mega-dairy 


by Andrew Morris 


A FARMER who has won the 
go-ahead for a 1,000-cow 
mega-dairy near Welshpool 
after a six-year fight today 
said he was “relieved but fu¬ 
rious.” 

Fraser Jones was given permis¬ 
sion yesterday to build the dairy 
at his Lower Leighton Farm at 
Leighton, near Welshpool, after a 
High Court Judicial Review 

Judge Gary Hickinbottom an¬ 
nounced at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court that an appeal by the World So¬ 
ciety for the Protection of Animals had 
been dismissed. 

Mr Jones, 31, was granted permis¬ 
sion to build the farm earlier this year 
by Welsh Assembly planning minister 
Carl Sargeant following a public in¬ 
quiry in April 2013. 

But the WSPA appealed saying the 
economic benefits the dairy would 
bring would not outweigh thVut Judge 
Hickinbottom dismissed the claim and 
ruled that Mr Jones could build the 
dairy, which he says will create eight 
or nine jobs. But while pleased with 
the outcome, Mr Jones hit out at the 
delays which he says could have cost 

S ¥S relieved but furious 
though. It is six years since I first put 
the plans on the table and I have had 
no help from Powys County Council 
and this has dragged on long enough. 

“I am a young businessman trying 
to make something of myself and all I 
get is trouble and no assistance.” 

He added: “I am angry it has taken 
so long but I am thankful to Judge 
Hickinbottom that he has seen the 
benefits too.” 

Mr Jones said the application pro-

cess had cost him in the region of 
£200,000, with WSPA ordered to pay 
his £6,000 costs for the appeal. He said 
work will begin on the £3.5 million 
dairy “within weeks” and will take up 
to five years to complete. 

The project will include three build¬ 
ings, a fodder storage unit, two slurry 
stores and a water storage tower. It 
was refused by Powys County Council, 
but the Welsh Assembly called in the 
plan in January 2013. 

A WSPA spokesman said it was 


“saddened and disappointed” it lost 
the case, describing the decision to ap¬ 
prove the scheme as a “dark day for 
Wales”. 

The World Society for the Protec¬ 
tion of Animal was dismayed that 
Judge Gary Hickinbottom dismissed 
its appeal against farmer Fraser 
Jones’s plans to build the 1,000 cow 
mega-dairy at Lower Leighton Farm, 
near Welshpool. 

Now it says it has “serious con¬ 
cerns” about the welfare of the cows.

The cabinet is the third to 
be provided by the League of 
Friends recently. 

It was recommended by 
Dr Ronita Majumdar, a for¬ 
mer consultant anaesthetist 
at the hospital who, after in- 
depth research, felt strongly 
that this was a piece of 
equipment which would be 
highly beneficial to the hos¬ 
pital as keeping patients at a 
warm but comfortable tem¬ 
perature before and after 
surgery is critical to the 
speed of their recovery.

Hugh Hannaford, county 
archaeologist for Shrop¬ 
shire Council, said the find 
was an exciting step in the 
promising progress of the 
dig.

The ditch 
is a good indicator that this 
was a farming enclosure, 
and now we hope to exca¬ 
vate it and go through the 
soil.” 

The ditch runs around 
the edge of the enclosure 
and is roughly three meters 
wide and between half a 
metre and three quarters of 
a metre deep. 

Mr Hannaford said: “We 
hope that in this ditch we’ll 
find some items we can date 
the site with. 

“It would have kept the 
animals inside and separate 
the farm stead from the ac¬ 
commodation area” 

Experts believe this site,

photography of crop mark¬ 
ings, could date back to the 
Iron Age at around 1200 
BC. Now they hope to re¬ 
cover items that could build 
a picture of human activity 
within the area. 

Volunteers have been on 
hand to dig at the site, work¬ 
ing in a trench cut around 
one edge of the enclosure. 

During the first few days. 
Manchester Metropolitan 
University students were 
taking peat core samples 
of soil and will be able to 
determine what plants and 
beetles were alive on the site 
up to 10,000 years ago. 

The archaeological dig, 
funded by The Meres and 
Mosses Partnership Scheme 
and the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, ended on Friday.

Borehole 
plangoes 
beforethe 
council 

A PLANNING application 
to drill for coal bed meth¬ 
ane in north Shropshire has 
been submitted to the coun¬ 
ty council. 

If given the go ahead the 
borehole would be more 
than half a mile deep. 

Dart Energy wants per¬ 
mission to drill a temporary 
coal bed methane explora¬ 
tion borehole on land north 
west of The Brooklands, 
Dudleston, near Ellesmere. 

The project has already 
sparked protests,with pub¬ 
lic meetings held in both 
the Ellesmere area and in 
Oswestry. 

Objectors fear any coal 
bed methane drilling could 
be the first step towards 
fracking, potentially com¬ 
promising the water table. 

Now the energy company 
has officially lodged its ap¬ 
plication for a temporary 
drilling period of not more 
than 

60 days. 

Peter Reilly , spokesman 
for the company, said: “The 
aim of the borehole is to ex¬ 
tract core samples from the 
coal seams for testing of the 
gas content. 

“It should be noted that 
this application relates only 
to this borehole and does 
not relate to hydraulic frac¬ 
turing.” 

The application is for a 
borehole with a depth of 
830 metres.

“In Horsemarket there’s 
certainly space for them to 
be put back in.” 


George calls for council 
apology on care changes 


A politician has called on Powys County Council to apologise after 
the police were called in over a handover between care providers. 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire AM, said he wants the council to issue a 
formal apology to all Powys residents who have been affected by the changes 
implemented to adult domiciliary care in the county. 

The council claimed that some companies who lost out on contracts to provide home 
care to vulnerable people were deliberately trying to disrupt the handover process, causing 
anxiety for service users and their families.

Assembly Member Ken Skates said he 
was delighted and honoured after being 
voted into the honorary role.

“The answer was, of course, yes. I’d like 
to thank the committee for thinking of me 
and for then voting in favour of accepting 
me into the role.

Its upcoming dates include shows at St 
Asaph Cathedral in aid of Arthritis UK on 
June 20; an Armed Forces Day event in 
Queens Square, Wrexham, the following 
lunchtime and a performance to mark the 
80th anniversary of the Gresford Disaster at 
Wrexham Museum on September 20. 


The authority called the police in as 
part of investigations into allegations that 
key safe numbers had been changed, bat¬ 
tery-operated lift equipment had been left 
uncharged and paperwork and care plans 
had been removed from homes.

He said: “As far as I am concerned, Powys 
County Council has got its service transfor¬ 
mation process badly wrong and it needs to 
issue a formal apology for it. 

“This is not just an issue of a ‘few cases’ 
as the council has stated, but has been a 
situation of complete chaos. 

“My office has been inundated with com¬ 
plaints from vulnerable residents and their 
families who have been left high and dry by 
the changes in domiciliary care.” 

He added: “Incidents that have been re¬ 
corded with me relate to care providers not 
turning up at the appropriate times, care 
plans not being adhered to or care providers 
not turning up at all. 

Councillor Darren Mayor said the council 
feared that the attitude of companies who 
failed to win contracts or chose not to tender 
for contracts as part of a tendering exercise 
was causing anxiety for service users and 
their families.” he said.

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Common species 
deserve attention 



THE privilege of living in a county like 
Shropshire is that the vast majority of 
land is of rural ilk. 

True, much of that is made up of ‘green 
deserts’ due to the intensification of our agri¬ 
cultural practices, but it still remains one of 
the ‘wildest’ counties of England and with a 
vast array of wildlife habitats. 

Having said that, for a species to truly proffer 
these days, they must be highly adaptable. The 
best example of course is our own species but oth¬ 
ers such as foxes and a handful of the garden bird 
species such as wood pigeons, are also at the top of 
the rather ubiquitous pile. 

Wetland birds are not typically the most wide¬ 
spread and recognisable of species. Although many 
of us interested enough in these habitats and the 
animals that live there, may be able to tell the dif¬ 
ference between a reed warbler and a reed bunting, 
a moorhen and a water rail, many others will not. 

Visible 

That is partly because they do not have access to 
the right sort of habitats but perhaps too it is partly 
because they can’t be bothered to seek them out. 
However there is one such wetland bird that has 
become visible to many people who may otherwise 
not have visited their realm. As with other common 
species in a time of great global extinction, it is also 
highly adaptable - the mallard duck. 

The mallard’s success has meant it is a much at 
home on a town pond or green as it is on a High¬ 
land loch or river estuary. Female mallards will lay 
their eggs in a wide variety of sites, from grassy riv- 
erbanks to the tops of tower blocks and the downy 
young can survive jumps from great heights. June 
is a good time to see this species. 

The males still look resplendent in their irides¬ 
cent hues. During mid-summer however they will 
lose much of these colourful feathers and look very 
much like the females. 

The females themselves, although a little bat¬ 
tered perhaps, are still as pretty in their cryptic 


nesting camouflage as they were earlier in the year. 
Many will be nursing a second brood of ducklings 
whilst some will continue to patrol lake margins, 
ditches, drains, ponds and fields with their first 
born. 

Ducklings are almost exclusively insect eaters, 
only turning to a mainly vegetarian diet as they 
get older and the mother doesn’t feed her brood, ca¬ 
pable as they are of finding their own food as soon 
as they leave the nest. The nest of course is vitally 
important as a hatchery but once all the eggs have 
hatched the duck leads the brood away to water 
and they never return to the nest. 

Though generally regarded as the classic sur¬ 
face-feeding duck, up-ending in shallow water, they 
will dive for their food too if they need to and the 
expression “water off a duck’s back” is a reminder 
of the waterproof qualities of the feathers. 

If you watch ducks long enough, they will often 
rub their heads and necks over their feathers and 
spend a long time preening. This is true in more 
than one sense of the word for it is the ‘preen 
gland’ (located near the base of the tail) that se¬ 
crets an oily fluid and keeps the feathers water¬ 
proof by regular applications. 

As is so often the case within the natural world, 
if one pauses for a moment and looks a little 
deeper, one sees so much more. So don’t ‘score a 
duck’ (reflects the fact that the 0 on the score sheet 
resembles the shape of a duck’s egg) and miss out 
on the common species this June, why not take a 
better look at our most common characters.

Price of road 
crossing raised 
at meeting 

THE £40,000 cost of installing a pedestrian crossing in 
Gobowen has been called into question. 

Members of Selattyn and Gobowen Parish Council have 
supported campaigners in their long battle to get the cross¬ 
ing and helped put pressure on highways bosses to bring 
the improvements to St Martins Road in Gobowen, but 
chairman Councillor Sue Crow said she wanted to see a 
breakdown on how the work was costing £40,000. 

The request came after Shropshire Councillor David 
Lloyd thanked the parish council in helping in the road 
safety fight. 

He said the parish council’s help and the support of hun¬ 
dreds of people who signed a petition calling for the safety 
measure was instrumental in bringing the crossing. 

Cllr Lloyd said: “I would like to place on record my 
thanks for the support from the petitioners and this coun¬ 
cil. 

“Having your backing was hugely helpful.” 

The meeting was told the £40,000 had been placed in this 
year’s Shropshire Council highways budget although it had 
not been announced when the work would start. 

Councillor Crow said: “Why is it costing £40,000? It 
would be nice to see a breakdown.” 

Councillor Lloyd said the work was still being planned 
but added: “Once the job is done one can ask for a break¬ 
down.” 

Councillor Robert Macey, Gobowen’s other representa¬ 
tive on Shropshire Council, said the work was one of many 
items put forward to be carried out this year and said other 
safety improvements in the county would cost more. 

He said: “Ours was at the lower end of various sums.” 

Safety campaigners have been fighting for more than a 
year to have the crossing built on St Martins Road after 
several families reported near misses. 

A petition was set up by Gobowen grandmother Dot 
Basham and it was signed by more than 750 people. 

A team of campaigners also attended a crunch meeting at 
Shirehall in Shrewsbury in spring last year along with their 
local councillors to press their case. 

Council chiefs were told the site had become a particular 
problem after the village school crossing patrol man left 
the role because of aggressive driving by some motorists.

Dealing with ‘road rage’ 


By Sharon Walters 


We’ve all felt uneasy at times, 
whether being approached by a 
stranger in a deserted car park 
late at night or breaking down 
by the side of the road and hav¬ 
ing to deal with the problem 
oneself. These situations are 
few and far between, but they 
do happen. 

Car retailer Wrexham Volkswagen has 
come to the aid of local drivers by host¬ 
ing a free ’Drive to Arrive’ evening event 
on Thursday, July 3 at its premises in 
the Rhosddu Industrial Estate, Rhosrob- 
in, Wrexham. Driving more economically 
and safely, basic car maintenance and 
surviving on today’s increasingly hazard¬ 
ous roads will be top of the agenda, with 
advice given on reducing the risks faced 
when driving for work or socially, including 
dealing with so-called ‘road rage’ from oth¬ 
er drivers. 

The increase in road traffic in the UK - 
up by 50 per cent in the last two decades 
- is an important factor and this is set to 
rise by an alarming 100 per cent in the 
next 20 years, predict motoring experts. 
In a survey of more than 3,000 UK motor¬ 
ists by YouGov for a well-known insurance 
company, it was revealed that nearly one 
in 10 (nine per cent) have been threatened 
with physical violence and over half (56 
per cent) of drivers questioned agreed that 
road users are generally less courteous 
than five years ago. 

Even more alarming was that over a fifth 
(21 per cent) of road rage sufferers have 
argued with another motorist because 
of road rage, while 36 per cent admitted 


it makes them drive more aggressively. 
Almost one in ten (eight per cent) said 
they’ve followed another driver as a result. 

“Personal safety and security are imper¬ 
ative for everyone today. The menace of 
aggressive, inconsiderate driving on our 
roads seems to be increasing at the mo¬ 
ment and we believe that all it takes is a 
little consideration and know how to avoid 
situations which can escalate into the kinds 
of tragic incidents we have all heard about 
recently,” said Jane Hargreaves, brand 
manager of Wrexham Volkswagen. 

“We want drivers to enjoy their inde¬ 
pendence and freedom and be able to 
travel safely and confidently on our roads. 
We hope that by highlighting the risks fac¬ 
ing drivers, our Drive to Arrive evening will 
provide them with a wealth of information 
and practical advice,” she added. 

Conflict 

Driving a high performance car safely 
including skid control, economy driving 
to reduce fuel consumption and defusing 
potential conflict situations on the road 
will be examined by Institute of Advanced 
Motorists driving specialist Mike Lyne. This 
will include discussion and role play about 
combating the hazards of modern driv¬ 
ing, including so-called ‘road rage’, which 
members of the audience can take part in. 
The frequent causes of aggressive, dan¬ 
gerous driving and ‘motorway madness’ 
will all be examined, with the audience en¬ 
couraged to share their own experiences 
and how these could have been avoided. 

But the course is not designed to en¬ 
courage motorists to take the law into their 
own hands by becoming attackers them¬ 
selves, emphasised Jane: “Our Drive to 
Arrive evening is free to anyone wishing to 
improve their driving skills and maximise

personal safety while behind the wheel of 

their car. Judging from the response we are 
already receiving, we are expecting a lot of 
interest in this course,” she explained. 

During the event, volunteers from the 
audience will be invited to take part in self 
defence role-play by serving police officer 
and self protection specialist Andy Wil¬ 
liams. They will be shown how to beat the 
bullies behind the wheel and, if diplomacy 
fails, how they can legally use everyday 
objects normally found about one’s per¬ 
son for personal self-protection and ensure 
a rapid escape from a would-be attacker. 

Representatives from the Wrexham 
branch of the Institute of Advanced Mo¬ 
torists will also be hand to discuss their 


organisation’s various advanced driving 
courses with interested visitors. 

Not many vehicles are equipped with 
full tool-kits nowadays, so Wrexham 
Volkswagen’s service technicians will also 
offer visitors practical hands-on instruction 
on dealing with roadside emergencies, 
routine car maintenance and car safety 
checks. The evening is free and all will be 
encouraged to roll up their sleeves and 
‘have a go’ themselves under the guidance 
of expert motor technicians, promises the 
dealership.

THE New Saints will discover their oppo¬ 
nents in the UEFA Champions League sec¬ 
ond qualifying round on Monday - and big 
guns Celtic are top of their wish list. 

When the draw is made in Nyon, Swit- 
zereland, the Welsh Premier champions 
have a realistic chance of being paired with 
the runaway Scottish League title winners 
now managed by Norwegian Ronnie Deila. 

As well as the prospect of an all-British 
showdown against Celtic, the Saints could 
also be drawn again against Polish Cham¬ 
pions Legia Warsaw who they met last 
season - with the Poles running out 4-1 
aggregate winners. 

“Celtic is the standout tie, that’s the one 
we want, but there’s also a chance of meet¬ 


ing Legia Warsaw again which I think will 
be the hardest with all the travelling,” said 
head coach Craig Harrison. 

“There’s one or two sides in there which 
we’ve got a chance with, so it’s going to be 
an interesting draw.” 

Amongst other possible opponents are 
Czech champions Sparta Prague and a trip 
to Bratislava to face Slovak Champions, 
Slovan Bratislava. 

Latvian champions, Ventspils are also a 
possible opponent and if drawn with each 
other the teams would be facing one an¬ 
other for the second time, having met in 
2007.
